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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: "a first surface" in 
line 26-27 should be changed to distinguish the "a first surface" in line 10-11; "the first 
surface" in lines 31, 32, 35 should be changed to what it correctly refers. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in. this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Rich [US 
5,171 ,083] in view of Gohl et al. [US 5,490,046]. 

Regarding claim 3, Rich discloses a headlight unit having a U-shaped support 
bracket [28, 34], a headlight [29] pivotally mounted on the support bracket including a 
housing [38] and a lens [36], a motor [40], and a supply power from inside a vehicle to 
support a rotation of the headlight [29] in 180 degree (figures 1-5, column 3 lines 1-29). 
Rich does not clearly disclose the control switch located inside the vehicle. 

Gohl et al. discloses a control switch [72] being movably located in side a vehicle 
for controlling a mounted headlight [10] (figures 1-2). 
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It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to use the control switch of Gohl et al. in the movable headlight unit 
system of Rich to control the movement of the headlight unit for purpose of providing an 
advantageous way of installing or uninstalling a movable headlight unit system. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-2 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter of claim 1 : 

A headlight unit comprises, in combination, a control switch to control an 
orientation of the headlight unit having a plurality of "off", "down" and "up" positions. 
Claim 2 is dependent on claim 1. 

The limitations discussed above are neither disclosed nor suggested by the prior 
art of record. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Sugimoto et al. [US 6,648,494] and Hayami [US 6,761,473] 
disclose a rotational vehicle lamp apparatus.
